POOR CONGRESS. 
AMERICA’S ROLE. 
DESERVES MEDAL. 
RUSHVILLE REPUBLICAN 


Dev elop ments du ring a session 
of Congress are no more p redict­ 
able than those of a session of 
the Indiana Legislatu re, which, 
as the history of the State will 
show, cannot be anticip ated from 
day to day or hou r to hou r. It is 
strange th at President Roosev elt 
did not realize this fact when he 
called Congress into sp ecial ses­ 
sion to enact in a few brief weeks 
a p rogram of controv ersial legis­ 
lation which cou ld not be p u t 
throu gh 
ex p editiou sly 
ev en 
thou gh he ex ercised his old su ­ 
p reme control ov er legislativ e dé­ 
libération and action. 
The first crop p er to be en­ 
cou ntered is an agreement made 
by the Senate p rior to adjou rn­ 
ment that the anti-ly nching bill 
would be made a sp ecial order of 
bu siness immediatley after a v ote 
on farm legislation at the nex t 
session. This measu re in itself, 
long the cau se of v iolent dissen­ 
sion, is su fficient to disru p t the 
session and make imp ossible the 
transaction of any bu siness, bu t 
it is nev ertheless only one of a 
nu mber of factors 
th at may 
make fu tile the President’s ef­ 
fort to enact a new legislativ e 
p rogram. 
Mr. Roosev elt tossed a direct 
and an aggrav ating challenge to 
the large and formidable Sou th­ 
ern rep resentation in Congress, 
which has been u nsy mp athetic 
toward the wage-and-hou r bills, 
when he declared in’one of his 
nu merou s recent addresses th at 
sections which p ay lower wages 
than 
others 
p u ll 
down 
the 
standards in the rest of the 
cou ntry . This measu re, too, will 
meet with either direct or indi­ 
rect resistance. 
President Roosev elt, accord­ 
ingly , goes from battle to battle. 
The smoke of the last session has 
hardly cleared away . Another be­ 
gins in Nov ember and after that 
comes the regu lar session 
in 
Janu ary . It is to he hop ed that 
something is gained.

Redu ctions in two bu dgets for 
nex t y ear by the state tax board 
were annou nced in a notice sent 
Hu bert Alex ander, cou nty au d­ 
itor. 
The state tax board annou nced 
that it had redu ced the Ru sh 
cou nty bu dget for cou nty high­ 
way m aintenance p u rp oses from 
$105,430 to $90,600. 
Action of the* cou nty adju st­ 
ment board with resp ect to the 
Anderson township bu dget was 
ap p rov ed 
p rov ided, 
howev er, 
that the state redu ced the rate 
for tu ition fu nd from 33 cents to 
29 cents. 
The Orange township bu dget 
case was held in abey ance p end­ 
ing a final hearing on ap p eal. 
The state board’s action in 
lowering the Anderson township 
and Ru sh cou nty highway fig­ 
u res came as a su rp rise to local 
tax ing officials. At a recent hear­ 
ing here, members of the state 
board had ap p rov ed both p f 
these items, it was said.

Washington, Oct. 20 
(JP)—Alf 
M. Landon’s retu rn to the p oliti­ 
cal wars su ggested to some ob­ 
serv ers today the p ossibility of a 
sp irited contest between him and 
Herbert Hoov er for activ e lead­ 
ership of the Rep u blican p arty . 
The K ansan’s radio sp eech cri­ 
ticizing Roosev elt p olicies came 
in the midst of efforts by the 
former p resident to rally senti­ 
m ent for a m id-term p arty con­ 
v ention nex t y ear. 
Landon has been rep orted cool 
to the Hoov er conv ention idèa 
and did not mention it last night. 
While he was sp eaking, the 
National Rep u blican Club in New 
York deferred a v ote on u nre­ 
serv ed endorsement of the p ro­ 
p osal. The resolu tion, offered by 
former Rep . William S. Bennet, 
brou ght this objection from An­ 
drew J. Hu mp hrey , a charter 
member: 
“Mr. Hoov er and Mr. Landon 
are on op p osite sides of this 
qu estion, and there is riv alry for 
control of the nex t regu lar con- 


v ention. We shou ld steer clear at 
this time of any u nreserv ed ac­ 
tion.” 
The Rep u blican national com­ 
mittee will meet in Chicago Nov . 
5 to v ote on holding the u nu su al 
conv ention, which would be a 
p relu de to the 1938 congressional 
camp aign. 
(Absent from the session will 
be George A. Ball, millionaire in­ 
du strialist, 
who 
resigned last 
night as committeeman from In­ 
diana. The 7 4-y ear old commit­ 
tee member said he cou ld not 
take p art in the camp aign “with 
th at attention and v igor condi- 
ditions call for.”) 
Op p osition to the conv ention 
p rop osal was ex p ressed y esterday 
by Senator Borah (R-Idaho) and 
former Senator Watson of In­ 
diana. The latter said: 
“A meeting of the p rop osed 
natu re at su ch an early date 
would emp hasize differences and 
dev elop p ersonal animosities th at 
had mu ch better be kep t ou t of 
the camp aign now.”

Air Disaster Is 
Being Probed 
Three Ways 


Salt Lake City , Oct. 20 (JP) — 
Federal 
and 
airlines 
officials 
p rep ared to op en three sep arate 
inv estigations into the most dis­ 
astrou s crash in American av i­ 
ation history as identification of 
the 19 v ictims’ broken bodies be­ 
gan at Ev anston, Wy o., today . 
The bodies were taken in wa­ 
gons ov er cru de mou ntain roads 
to Ev anston late y esterday . They 
had been strewn ov er a wide 
area when a United Airlines lu x ­ 
u ry transp ort rammed into a 
m ou ntain p eak 80 miles east* of 
here in a terrific storm Su nday 
night. 
A federal board ap p ointed by 
Secretary of Commerce Rop er is 
schedu led to meet here Satu r­ 
day to inv estigate the disaster. 
The U. S. p ostal dep artm ent ancf 
United Airlines also will condu ct 
their own inqu iries. 
At the crash scene, p ostal em­ 
p loy es u nder Postal Insp ector M. 
G. Wenger of Salt Lake City 
searched minu tely throu gh snow 
and wreckage for the rem ainder 
of the 17 4 p ou nds of mail car­ 
ried by the transp ort. One bag 
was fou nd intact. 
Relativ es of the ill-fated sky 
liner’s p assengers were arriv ing 
a t Ev anston to claim their dead, 
bu t many bodies are so badly 
mangled identification is not ex ­ 
p ected to be comp lete u ntil to­ 
night.

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J OHN BROWN’S PAY CHECK 
According to an article by Frank R. Kent, cur­ 
rent slackening of g ov ernment borrowing is a 
deceiv ing p henomenon. Instead of borrowing di­ 
rectly from the banks or the p eop le throug h the 
issuance of bonds, the g ov ernment has now 
adop ted a p olicy of sp ending the funds sup p osed­ 
ly p laced in trust with the g ov ernment, by the 
p eop le, under the Social Security act. In other 
words, the money which is taken out of John 
Brown’s weekly p ay check, and which the g ov ­ 
ernment has p romised to set aside to care for 
him in old ag e or when he is unemp loy ed, is 
p romp tly being dump ed into the p ublic treasury 
for g eneral ex p enses! 
The p ublic treasury has simp ly become a v ast 
and seeming ly bottomless g rab-bag . Politicians 
seeking to p erp etuate themselv es in office g lee­ 
fully p ly the treasury for money , and more money 
— money that is sp ent on ev ery thing from out­ 
houses to cash reg isters. For the first 44 day s of 
the current fiscal y ear the g ov ernment sp ent 
$954,805,183.94; its receip ts were $67 5,37 5,562.55; 
deficit, $27 9,429,621.39. 
What will become of John Brown’s hard earned 
sav ing s if such a p olicy is continued for long ? 
What do y ou think?

SPECIAL SESSION 
The President has decided to call an ex tra ses­ 
sion of Cong ress to meet on Nov ember 15. There 
is no p articular surp rise in that. The p roject of 
an ex tra session to deal with wag es, and hours 
leg islation, and to act on crop control, has been 
discussed for months. The g eneral ex p ectation 
at the recent close of the last session was that 
an ex tra session was p robable. 
When 
the 
international situation 
became 
acute, there was some doubt that the President 


would wish to fetter his initiativ e in the field of 
foreig n affairs, which the Sup reme Court has 
taken recent occasion to affirm, throug h the 
p resence of a Cong ress dev oted to the concep tion 
of a neutral United States in the midst of an 
ag g ressiv e world. Otherwise, the p ossibilities of 
an ex tra session had been discounted in adv ance 
of the summons. 
„ No p articular reason is g iv en for the summon­ 
ing of an ex tra session at this time, ev en in the 
lig ht of the President’s recent trip to the Pacific 
Coast, other than a desire to afford Cong ress a 
chrnce to consider certain leg islation in adv ance 
of the reg ular session, and thus av oid sitting 
throug h the Summer of 1938 — in other words, 
to within a few months of the Cong ressional 
elections. 
At the ex tra session now determined up on, in 
addition to wag es and hours and crop control 
leg islation, the President will p ress for action for 
Gov ernment reorg anization and for tig htening of 
the anti-trust statutes. Nor does he close the 
White House door to other leg islativ e p rojects. 
On he all-imp ortant subject of p eace, Mr. 
Roosev elt issues the assurance that his ex p eri­ 
ence as Assistant Secretary of the Nav y from 
1913 to 1921 taug ht him what not to do, as well 
as what to do. He hop es that the conv ocation 
Qf the sig natories of the Nine-Power Pact will 
result in an offer of mediation to Jap an and 
China — in other words, a resolution of the con­ 
flict in the Far East “by ag reement.” 
In this hop e the President will hav e the earnest 
g ood wishes and the sup p ort of all elements of 
American op inion, as well as of all countries that 
reg ard the p resent hostilities in the Far East as 
a menace to world p eace and as a p ossible and 
ev en p rosp ectiv e threat, if long endured, to the 
welfare of Occidental civ ilization.

Rep resentativ e Robert F. Rich, 
of Woolrich, Pa., is a lawmaker 
of real distinction. His name, in­ 
deed, should be immortalized 
within the halls of Cong ress. 
Members of the Rich family 
which owns a larg e woolen mill 
at Woolrich, the Rep resentativ e 
recently v ig orously op p osed a 
p rop osed $7 5,000 item for con­ 
struction of a new p ost office in 
his home town.
